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The specification is objected since applicant has deleted "continuation-in-part of 
patent application N. 09/941,402 filed 08/30/01 , which is a" in lines 2-3 of the 
specification since it is a correct CIP. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6, 9 and 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

This is New Matter rejection since newly recited ""non-reactive (filler)" does not 
have support in the originally filed specification. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6, 8, 9 and 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 

as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 

matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Newly recited ""non-reactive (filler)" in claims 1-6, 9 and 1 1-20 is indefinite since 
the nature of said non-reactive is unclear. Is it non-reactive with urea, bio based 
compound or water, for example? 

The recited "TDI, MDI PMDI" in claim 8 is indefinite and full chemical names are 
needed. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in sectton 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6, 11, 12, 14, 16, 17 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 

anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Blount (US 

4,383,078). 

Rejection is maintained for reason of record with following response. 

Contrary to applicant assertion, Blount teaches polyisocyanates which contain 
biuret groups col. 4, lines 62-63. Note that no particular reaction condition is recited and 
thus any prior art utilizing the recited nnandatory components such as (A), (B) and (J) 
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would inherently meets the instant reaction product regardless of the reaction condition 
as long as mandatory components are mixed and reacted. 

Contrary to applicant assertion, there is no limitation in the claims that the urea or 
urea condensate is reacted with a poiyisocyanate. Said urea or urea condensate can 
be reacted with a bio based compound first and then reacted with a poiyisocyanate, or 
said bio based compound can be reacted with a poiyisocyanate and then reacted with 
urea or urea condensate. 

The recited biuret is an optional component when urea is used. The instantly 
recited "— the process comprising of mixing — " permits the presence of other 
component such as component C, and thus any additional component and reaction 
condition taught by Blount meet the instant invention. 

Claims 1-6, 11,12, 14 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Case (US 4,990,586). 

Rejection is maintained for reason of record with above response. 

The instant invention does not specify a particular structure of the claimed 
polyurethane, and thus polyurethane of vegetable oil having a urea moiety would meet 
the invention. An invention in a product-by-process is a product, not a process. See In 
re Brown , 459 F2d 531, 173 USPQ 685 (CCPA 1972) and In re Thome . 777 F2d 695, 
697, 227 USPQ 964 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 



Claim 10 is allowed. 
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Claims 9. 13, 15 and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims, and if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1^' and 2"^ paragraph, set forth in this 
Office action. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
